.shall have one vote.

Senate yesterday between Pendlotou, 
Sherman and Allison. 
Allison remind- 


ed Pendleton the record on tho Kiver 
and Harbor bill showed that 28 Demo- 
crats voted for it and only three against 
it, while only 16 Republican Senators 
voted for it and 1-t against it.

forced upon them by Democratic voters.
